Tower  Publication

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pose  shall  be  accepted  in  payment  at 
one  dollar  each.  Coupons  issued  dur¬ 
ing  tho  summer  quarter  may  be  applied 
toward  payment  on  the  book  published 
the  preceding  May,  or  that  published 
the  following  year. 

IV.  There  shall  bo  two  faculty  ad- 
.  visers  to  tho  Tower  staff,  named  by 

the  President  of  the  College — a  liter¬ 
ary  adviser  and  a  business  adviser. 

V.  '  The  publication  of  tho  book 
shall  be  managed  by  a  Tower  Staff, 
composed  of  eight  regular  and  tlireo  as¬ 
sociate  members. 

VI.  The  members  shall  be  chosen  in 
the  following  manner: 

(a) .  At  some  time  during  tho  spring 
quarter  the  Sophomore  class  shall  meet 
and  nominate  five  persons  from  the 
olasB  for  each  of  the  offices  of  Editor- 
in-chief  and  of  Business  Manager  for 
the  next  year’s  Tower.  Tho  nominat¬ 
ing  shall  bo  on  tho  principle  of  pro¬ 
portional  representation,  each  member 
of  the  class  voting  for  three  persons  on 
each  ballot.  The  five  ranking  highest 
-shall  bp  considered  tho  nominees  for 

the  office.  Two  ballots  shall  be  tak¬ 
en,  one  for  each  office. 

(b) .  At  the  same  meeting  the  Soph¬ 
omore  class  shall  choose,  in  any  manner 
which  they  desire,  two  members  from 
the  class  to  serve  on  a  committee  to 
consider  the  qualifications  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  candidates.  This  committee 
shall  be  composed  of  the  two  member* 
just  named,  the  business  adviser  to  the 
Tower  staff,  tho  business  adviser  to 
the  Sophomore  class,  and  tho  President 
of  the  Student  Council,  representing 
the  student  body  at  large. 

(c) .  The  above  named  committee 
shall  meet  and  consider  carefully'  the 
qualifications  of  tho  ton  candidates, 
returning  to  the  Sophomore  class  for 
final  vote  the  two  nominees  for  each 
offico  which  seem  best  fitted  for  the 
position.

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VII.  Daring  the  first  half  of  tiro 
fall  quarter  the  Editor-in-Chicf  shall 
submit  to  tho  Council  a  written  state¬ 
ment  as  to  the  themo  of  the  book  and 
its  general  plan.  At  tho  same  time 
the  Business  Manager  shall  submit  a 
copy  of  his  financial  budget.  At  the 
beginning  of  tho  winter  and  spring 
quarters  the  Editor  shall  make  a  report 
to  the  Council  of  tho  progress  of  tho 
work  on  tho  book,  and  the  Business 
Manager  shall  file  with  tho  Secretary 
of  the  Council  and  with  tho  Business 
Manager  of  the  College,  copies  of  his 
financial  statement. 

VIII.  It  is  recommended  by  the 
Student  Council  that  credit  for  work 
on  the  Tower  bo  given  by  tho  Collego 
as  follows: 

Eor  tho  eight  regular  members  of 
tlie  Tower  Staff,  2.5  hours  Activity 
credit. 

Por  the  Sophoinoro  Associates,  no 
crodit. 

Credit  may  bo  lessened  in  amount  or 
withheld  altogether  upon  tho  recom¬ 
mendation  of  tho  faculty  advisors. 

Byron  Beavers,  Editor-in-Chief  of 
the  annual  published  this  year  says  of 
tho  plan:  ’ 

“After  considering  the  Tower  reg¬ 
ulation  as- adopted  by  tho  Student  Coun¬ 
cil,  I  sincerely  believo  that  this  plan 
will  bo  au  agency  of.  making  tho  Tow¬ 
er  a  better  book:  because  of  the  in¬ 
clusion  of  Sophomore  assistants;  tho 
giving  of  credit  to  the  regular  editors; 
and  the  democratic,  but  yet  selective 
method  of  election  of  tho  staff  mem¬ 
bers.  ”  , 

Elizabeth  Mills,  Editor .  of  the  1920 
Tower  also  is  in  favor  of  the  regula¬ 
tion  aud  says: 

~~“I  hoartily  favor  this  regulation, 
for  I  think  that  it  will  make  The  Tow¬ 
er  a  student  publication  in  a  bigger 
sense  than  was  formerly  possible.  I 
urn  suro  that  a  plan  of  this  sort  would 
have  enabled  tho  staff  of  last  year’s 
book  to  do  better  work.  I  am  partic¬ 
ularly  interested  in  tho  recommendation 
that  credit  be  given,  and  I  hope  that 
this  will  bo  possible,  for  tho  Tower 
stuff  is  undoubtedly  the  busioat  group 
pf  students  in  school  aud  should  re¬ 
ceive  this  compensation.  It  is  true 
that  each  succeeding  staff  has  been 
ablo  to  profit  by  the  mistakes  of  the 
preceding  year  and  to  improvo  on  the 
book  by  many  new  and  attractive  fea¬ 
tures;  but  a  uniform  plan  such  as  this, 
functioning  year  by  year,  will,  I  am 
sure,  make  for  a  higher  type  «f  pub¬ 
lication,  and  one  that  is  wholly  of  the 
student  body.”  -.  ; 


"Warrensburg  Teachers  Collego ’s 
track  team  should  bo  a  mighty  strong 
contender  for  tho  M.  I.  A  .A  track 
and  field  championship  this  spring  if 
tho  outcome  of  tho  annual  triangular 
meet  held  here  Saturday  between  the 
Maryville,  Kirksville  and  Warrensburg 
Teachers  Colleges  Is  any  indication. 
Tad  Reid's  team,  which  can  boast  of 
having  a  decathlon  champion,  copped 
tho  meet  hero  with  88  points  leaving 
only  52  points  for  the  Kirksville  Bull¬ 
dogs  and  making  tlie  Bearcats  bo  sat¬ 
isfied  with  ho  more  than  24  points. 

Maryvillo  counted  its  24  points  by 
taking  ono  first,  ono  second,  six  thirds 
and  four  fourths.  Wakoly  was  tho  only 
Bearcat  to  placo  first.  Ho  counted  5 
points  for  his  school  by  cloaring  11 
feet  2  inches  in  the  polo  vault.  Crane 
took  third  in  the  broad  jump;  Hollar 
took  a  third  in  tho  shot  put,  third  in 
tho  pole  vault  and  fourth  in  the  dis¬ 
cus.  Davenport  placed  third  in  tho 
880-yard  run,  the  event  in  which  ho 
holds  tho  record,  and  third  in  tho  440- 
yard  dash,  Joy  placed  fourth  in  tho 
high  jump  and  fourth  in  tho  javelin. 
Captain  Smith  camo  in  fourth  in  the 
mile  rurn  and  third  in  tho  two  mile, 
wliilo  Burks  placed  second  in  tho  jav¬ 
elin. 

Coach  H.  Frank  Lawrence  withdrew 
his  team  from  the  relay  races. 

Seven  conference  and  triangular  meet 
records  wore  '  bettered  last  Saturday 
afternoon  when  a  strong  wind  swept 
tho  Collego  field  from  tlio  west.  The 
records,  mado  at  this  time  will  not 
stand,  however,  as  they  must  bo  made 
at  a  conference  moot. 

Wilson  of  Warrensburg  broke  tho 
tape  in  tho  100-yard  dash  which  was 
clocked  at  9.8  seconds.  Tho  conference 
record  of  9.9  seconds  is  held  by  Brown 
of  Warrensburg.  L.  Craig  of  Kirksville 
broke  into  tho  limelight  when  lie  clear¬ 
ed  the  high  jump  bar  at  5  feet  11  inch¬ 
es,  breaking  tho  record  of  5  feet  1014 
inches,  held  by  Barnes  of  Kirksville. 
Vail  of  Kirksville  heaved  tho  shot 
42  feet  1114  inches  better  tho  confer¬ 
ence -record  of  Galloway  of  Springfield 
of  42  foot  14  inch. 

Vernon  Kennedy,  Warrensburg  star, 
national  decathlon  champion,  took  his 
first  five  points  when  ho  ran  tho  high 
hurdles  in  13.7  seconds,  lowering  the 
record  of  W.  Rcynaud  of  Springfield 
by  3-10  of  a  second.  Ho  was  high 
point  man  of  the  meet  with  23  points. 

Ho  bottored  tho  broad  jump  record, 
when  on  his  last  leap  ho  covered  22 
feet  014  inches.  Tho  old  mark  is  held 
by  Cherry  of  Springfield  at  88  feet. 
It  look  ’.for  a  minute  as  if  a  Bearcat 
would  take  first  in  this  event.  Frank 
Crane,,  who  had  boon  getting  some  poor 
jumps,  on  his  last  trial  went  22  foot 
%  inch.  It  wns  tho  best  leap  mado, 
with  only  Williams  and  Kennedy  ,re 
maining  to  jump.  Williams,  however, 
lowered  Crane’s  hopes  when  he  jump¬ 
ed  22  feet  0  inches  and  then  Kennedy 
camo  along  for  tho  best  leap  of  his 
career. 

'Ao  220-yard  low  hurdle  record  wont 
by  tho  board  as  Williams  covered  the 
distanco  in  25  2-5  seconds,  and  Wilson 
mado  the  furlong  in  21.0.  Tho  confcr- 
onco  low  hurdle  record  is  20.3  hold  by 
Roynaud  and  tho  220-yard  dash  record 
is  22.2,  made  by  Brown  of  Wnrrens- 
burg.
